Selfishness. 
It is on old, old question whether* 
there really is any such thing as disin­ 
terestedness or unselfishness in the 
world; and it can scarcely be regarded 
even now as settled. The martyrs of 
old and the missionaries of later days 
have been cited as conclusively proving 
the existence of pure unselfishness; ana 
on tho same side of the argument have 
boon produced innumerable instances of 
parents and children and friends who 
have laid down their lives that those 
they loved might be spared. In response 
the skeptics havo stoutly maintained that 
all theso, instead of being arguments 
against tho universal selfishness theory, 
aro proofs in its support. The selfish­ 
ness of the martyr, the missionary or of 
him who dies for another, they oamit is 
less objectionable than that which 
prompts the seeking of one’s own hap­ 
piness at tile cost of another’s misery, or 
in mere disregard of tho consequences to 
others. 
But, at the same time, they 
insist it is in substance the same motive. 
Tho martyr dies for his faith and the 
missionary Bacilli cc a himself in spreading 
tho gospel, not primarily because of a 
desire to help others or to do good gen­ 
erally, but because he believes he will 
thereby further his own individual hap* 
piness, here or hereafter. The prospect 
of life in the one case as a denier of the 
faith and in tho other as an inactive 
spectator of the march of the heathen 
toward perdition offers far less attrac­ 
tions than death in what ho regards as a 
good cause. And so ho chooses death 
mainly for his own personal gratification, 
just as another under the same circum­ 
stances chooses life and ease for his 
gratifieation. 
Mankind may profit by 
tho choice in the former case and lose 
by that in the latter; bnt in both it is a 
selfish choice, self-gratification being 
tho primary object, so say the supporters 
of the universal selfishness theory. 
To do mankind justice this theory his 
comparatively fow supporters. It is a 
good deal moro popular to believe in 
unselfishness and in sacrifice, and be­ 
cause it is popular, few, even of those 
who have doubts in tho matter, care to 
express them openly. It needs only a 
glance at current history, however, to 
satisfy any intelligent person that there 
is a great ileal more doubt on this point 
than finds frank, courageous expression. 
When a gallant fireman enters a burning 
building, at the risk of Lis life, to reecho 
an unfortunate, everybody applauds the 
act as nobly unselfish ; but how many 
aro there who are willing to credit a 
public servant with unselfishness in 
respect to any act which does not involve 
the risk of lie ? 
How many believe, for instance, that 
President Arthur was disinterested in 
his appointment of Howe, or that his 
elevation of Frclinghuysen was due to 
his unselfish wish to servo his country? 
What credit docs Grant get for disin­ 
terestedness in* his confession of error 
concerning Fitz John Porter’s case? 
Where is the man who has any doubt 
that Senator Miller’s proposal to print 
the Congressional proceedings in news­ 
paper form for weekly distribution was 
made directly in his own interest, as 
owner of tho wood-pulp patent ? 
Theoretically, tho belief in unselfish­ 
ness is widespread and deep-seated. 
Practically, we fear, thoro is an immense 
deal of doubt about it.—Detroit Free 
Press,

Trichina Tara* 


‘‘The worms as found in pork. with 
Terr ran1 exceptions, are in a torpid con­ 
dition, coiled up and imprisoned iii a 
tough sack or capsule, which they never 
leave until the ]>ork is eaten bv some 
animal, the gastric juice of which dis­ 
solves the sacks and sets the worms free, 
to increase in size, pair and breed. Kaeh 
female produces a brood cs ti united at 
from 2,000 to 20,000. 
The young ones 
cling lo the villi of the host s intestines, 
producing diarrhea, which is the first 
symptom of trichinosis. 
After breeding 
for some weeks the old trichina* die and 
are ejected from the system. The young 
ones bore through the walls of the intes­ 
tines ami make their way along t he fibres 
of those muscles w hich are able to move 
bv will. 
The worms absorb the juices 
as they pass along. Continuing the 
migration for alioiit a week they reach 
the proper age or condition to go to rest. 
They then bore through the sareolema 
or coating of a libre of the muscle, aud 
coil up within it. 
This produces rheu­ 
matoid pains, inflammation and swelling 
of tile muscles occurs about two weeks 
after eating the infected meat, and is the 
most critical stage for ihe subject, 
lf 
the brood is not sufficiently numerous to 
cause death to the patient, a cyst forms 
around each worm, inflammation goes 
down and they ecns«* to trouble their host, 
who may from time to time take other 
broods until lie becomes infeshal with 
millions of trichina and vet live in good 
health. 
“ Enormous numbers of trio birne have 
been found in human subjects who have 
died from accidents and other causes, 
and have not been suspected of harbor­ 
ing trichina*. 
Iii a derma ii who died iii 
the London hospital from wounds, Hrs. 
Thudichum and Cobbold found about 
100,000,000 of Irichimc, or at least the 
Bomber counted in small portions of the 
tlesh warranted that number in the whole 
body. 
These hail, no doubt, got iii the 
subject a few thousand at a time. There 
were jterliaps years b<*tw«*eii taking the 
first ami later lots, the subject tieing ad­ 
dicted to eating raw and under-done 
meats. 
Fortunately, thorough cooking 
meat will destroy all trichina; it may 
contain. A very large number of experi­ 
ments has been condue ted in England 
and Germany by feeding trichinous tlesh 
to various animals aud birds, and these 
give ifs a complete history of tric hina.—

Breaking Horses. 


The subject of breaking horses is one 
that is frequently broached by corre­ 
spondent-. and is of so much importance 
that we never tire of answering ques­ 
tions and make suggestions with refer­ 
ence to it. 
Horses an* very valuable 
property, as those who have them to buy 
especially recognize, aud yet the value 
of horses which are annually ruined 
through ignorance and carelessness iu 
breaking is vert large. 
We now call to 
mind a tine colt which was practically 
ruined last year by the blundering of the 
man w ho was trying Lo teach it the wmyj 
of “ horse civilization/* but who did not 
know, or did not seem to know, any 
more than the colt did, if he did as much. 
Just through clear stupidity that animal 
was converted into a kicker of the most 
vicious kind, and is one to-day. It, there­ 
fore. is very important that if tvc have 
c o lts at all, we should knowhow to man­ 
age them, to the end that they may be 
dovetailed into as perfect horses as possi­ 
ble. 
In order to accomplish this kindness 
will not do it all, but it will go a very 
long ways, and without kindness noth­ 
ing can ta* accomplished. 
You cannot 
beat and swear a colt into a good horse. 
This course has ta*cn pursued ever 
si irs* the lir-t taw colts were foiled and 
the universal verdict is that it is a la­ 
mentable failure. 
Even they who whip 
tin* hardest, and swear the loudest will 
agre** to that verdict. 
The Arab, as is 
wellknown brings the horse* to such 
marvelous |w»rfaction as characterizes 
Arabian horses, through the exceiviseof 
unvarying kindness from the time the 
colt is foiled until the horse dibs. 
The 
family ami the colt occupy the same 
apartments frequently, aud the animal 
is at all times perfectly familiar with the 
voi< e and touch of those about him. 
He fears nothing, for there is nothing to 
fear. 
He learns from the very begin­ 
ning that man is his friend arid pro­ 
tector. The idea of master, which ob­ 
tains among us, is never entertained in 
Arabia, while in truth the Arabian is 
more truly and perfectly the master 
than w e are. 
We are apparently satis­ 
fied with tin* name, and with what sat- 
isfaetion comes from acting the role of 
the tyrant, while tile Arab seeks the 
reality, and d«ies not aspire to lie ty- 
ranical. 
A s soon as we learn the important 
lesson which Arabian 
horsemanship 
teaches we shall have more good horses 
ami shall be better satislied with our­ 
selves. 
We shall then lind the colt 
broken at the time we now usually be­ 
gin to break it for from the very com­ 
mencement of its existence, we shall 
accustom it to being handled, 
and 
gradually accustom it to trappings 
which will resemble the harness, until 
the time conies for turning the play into 
reality, the work will have all been 
done. This should be the aim of every 
horse-breeder. Tile confidence of the 
colt should be early won, and it can be 
won much earlier in colthood than it 
can lie when the time has arrived at 
what we now call the breaking time. 
rh<* age at which a colt should be put 
to work should be when it has substan­ 
tially obtained its growth, or rather when 
it has become perfectly developed. The 
most of our colts are put to work too 
young, especially if they have grown 
rapidly. 
We seem to forget that an 
overgrown colt is like an overgrown boy 
—has the size but not the strength. 
Strength, which is only another term for 


USEFUL HINTS. 


Tse best paste for scrap books it made 
of floor, which is kept sweet by adding 
a little powdered alum. 
To Kake Japanese cement, mix pow­ 
dered rice with a little cold water, grad­ 
ually add boiling water, until the de­ 
sired consistency is aeq aired, care being 
taken to keep it stirrai Then boil for 
one minute in a clean saucepan. This 
cetncnt is very strong and colorless.

Dyeing Black.—Four ounces of cop­ 
p ra s and one ounce logwood extract to 
each pound of goods; dissolve tho cop­ 
peras in water sufficient to cover tile 
cloth ; wet it in clean water before put­ 
ting it in the copperas water, to prevent 
allotting; boil it in the copperas water 
about twenty minutes; take it out, rinse 
in clear water first, then wash in soap 
ands till it seems soft os before it was 
pat in tile copperas water; then put into 
the logwood dye and let it lioil a1 Hint 
twenty minutes; take out and let it dry; 
wash liefore it dries, or altar, as is most 
convenient. 
It will neither crack, fade, 
nor grow* rusty. 
Iced tea is a nice as well as a fashion­ 
able drink for summer meals, but it is 
not so generally understood that tho liest 
iced tea is not steeps iii hot wr^or. 
Just try “ steeping * it for a few hours 
in cold water, using a little more tea 
than for tile hot tieverago, and having it 
strong enough to lie weakened with Foe- 
water when it is served. Tho flavor and 
effect are much better than by tho liot- 
watar method. 
And, by tile way, the 
same plan is cowing to be more n ‘cog­ 
nized as the best fur the preparation of 
the herb tans used for medical purposes, 
especially such as thorough wort (taiuc- 
set) and others, whieli, steeped iii hot 
water, produce an unpleasant anil un­ 
desirable nausea. 
This e ffe c t is obvi­ 
ated by steeping in eold wab-r, and the 
tea eau lie made much stronger, and 
used to better advantage. 
To L o o s e n G l a s s S t o p p e r s . —From 
many years* experience in the laliorato- 
ry, we can say with the utmost |»osi- 
tivcness that the method of gently heat­ 
ing the Meek of a tadtlo to loosen an 
obstinate sloppier Is the safest and gen­ 
erally the quickest method of proced­ 
ure. " We have never known it to fail of 
success when properly done, and tho 
risk of breaking the little, except in 
inexperienced hand*, is very slight.

London. Fifty years siuoc the American 
Northwest would yet more in vain have 
raised its millions o f bushels o f grain 
which a hungry Europe could not have 
touched. American corn-fields have now 
been brought br steam within tangible

distance of E urope; Europe accordingly 
dispatches its reajiers to get in the 
harvest.-—London Time*.

A Good Word for Parsnips* 


The climate for most parts of this 
country is poorly adapted to the growth 
of turnips and other vegetables that 
grow near the .surface of the ground or 
project above it iii part. 
If a drought 
occurs they an* likely to be hard and 
stringy. Carrots and parsnips, however, 
are less likely to ta* injured in this way, 
as they grow entirely underground. Toe 
extremity of their roots penetrate the 
soil to a long distance aud obtain mois­ 
ture even in a drv’ time. 
Their leaves, 
which are near the surface, shade the 
soil and help to keep it moist. Parsnips 
are very productive and have no insect 
enemies. They can lie harvested lata in 
the fall and preserved in pits for winter 
u«e or allowl'll to remain iii the ground 
all winter. 
Parsnips are improved in­ 
stead of injured bv tho process of freezing, 
which changes (he starch they contain 
into sugar. Children who do not like 
most kinds of vegetab les are very fond 
of parsnips. 
To be prepared for the 
table as they should lie they should l>0 
liiM tank'd and then fried till the surfaces 
are brown. 
Many u^e parsnips only in 
tin* spring, but bv digging them in the 
fall and preserving them where they will 
not ta* in danger of constant freezing and 
thawing, they are in excellent condition 
to use at any time during cold weather. 
iii the island of Jersey parsnips arc ex­ 
tensively raised for milch cows. 
In 
France they are employed for feeding 
fowls at all seasons of the year. When 
fed to fowls that an* to ta* fattened they 
are first boiled and then fried in cheap 
fat. 
It is necessary tx) thin parsnips by 
hand and to Wi*ed t hem once in tile same 
way, but most of the work of cultivation 
can ta* performed by a horse cultivator. 
After the leaves cover most of the ground 
no labor is required except to pull up the 
large weeds that ap]K*a* between the 
rows.— Chicago Times.

Gas Treatment of Whooping congii. 
In tile treatment of whooping congii 
in gas works, as lately resorted to, e«|*c- 
cially in Londou, the purifying chandler 
consists of a large nnim with doors and 
windows freely open, and each contains 
twenty-four vessels, holding five cubic 
meters of depurating substance—lime 
and sulphate of iron mixed with sawdust 
—through which the gas has to pass. 
When the workmen are emptying and 
refilling these vessels, the children with 
whooping congii ore placed around it, 
and inhale the vapors which escape; 
they are in an atmosphere containing 
ammonium sulphide, carbolic acid and 
tarry products. As to tho efficiency of 
this treatment, one physician reports 
that of 120 canes persevered with, in 
twenty there was entire failure, forty- 
eight showed improvement, and tho rest 
were cures; it is thought, however, that 
it acta only upon one clement of the 
malady, viz., catarrh,—!Scientific Amer­ 
ican.

kVitii the material pn»gre<*4 brought about 
bv the introduction of inachin<*ry ami the 
coustnic'tion of imjvortant public works 
there was also a mark<*d nior;il progress. 
Constant intercourse with Europeans 
could not fail to intl ut* nee the mind of 
the Egyptians more or less, and there 
gradually grew up a feeling that all was 
not as it should be. and a considerable 
amount of -grumbling and discontent 
manifested itself, which, however, found 
no vent until after the downfall of Ismail 
Pasha. 
When Ismail Pasha, Hading 
that the generous persons who had ad­ 
vanced him mono}* expected their inter­ 
est, and began to complain of his meth­ 
ods of administering the country, lie 
asked some of the European governments 
to supply him with competent persons to 
assist him in the work of administering 
the various departments of slate. These 
administrators, who in turn wore suc­ 
ceeded by a host of commissioners, tli- 
reetors-general and comptrollers, anti 
most of whom were absolutely ignorant 
of the language of the country, dismissed 
from the various departments they con­ 
trolled the old-established Arab and 
Coptic clerics, who, though perhajts 
venal, obstructive and scheming, wci« 
in many eases capable. 
These na­ 
tive officials were replaced by their 
on!}' 
possible 
successors—a 
crowd 
of Syrian Christians, speaking Arabic 
and Trench, or Italian. 
Tile dismissed 
officials, many of whom were men of 
considerable influence, and in many cases 
considerable land owners, left Cairo and 
Alexandria, and settled in the villages. 
The Syrians imported into the adminis­ 
trations lost no time in asserting them­ 
selves, and endeavoring in all possible 
ways to discredit the Egyptians by great 
activity and by making themselves al­ 
most indispensable to th*ir European 
patrons. 
A heir chief competitors were 
the Copts, who, on account of their apti­ 
tude for accounts, were not easily dis­ 
placed. Still, continuous misrepresenta­ 
tion did its work, and everyone who has 
lived in Egypt is familiar with the depre­ 
ciating shake of the head when tho fitness 
of a Copt for a vacant post is being dis­ 
cussed. 
The result of this great Syrian 
influx was that rapid!}' they occupied all 
the subordinate posts in the departments, 
and the Egyptians found themselves 
ousted from nearly all tin* positions of 
trust and importance in the country. 
This state of things went on for some 
time, and the natural result followed. 
Tile young Egyptians who found them­ 
selves debarred from advancement inTht 
service because they were Egyptians, th 
dismissed officials, the sheiks, and otic* 
country personages, who not titifre«jiu‘iiT- 
ly found themselves treated with rude­ 
ness and disrespect by the young Euro­ 
pean employes of the* cada>tre, domain.** 
ami Daira Sauich. joined together, ami 
formed themselves into what was at first 
known as the young Egypt party, but 
which to-day has ju>t claims to the more 
dignified title of the National party. The 
National party once having been formed, 
after mucti interchanging of ideas ami 
serious discussion, decided on a p r o ­ 
gramme, which may be said to embrace 
tile following art ides: 
I. Indc|>cndcm*c 
of Egypt from Turkey. 
2. The forma­ 
tion of a Chamber of Representatives to 
be elected by the people. 
8. The direct 
administration of the country with or 
without the control. 
4. 'The dismissal 
of the highly paid foreign ofticials, whose 
presence is unnecessary if the control Ik* 
effective. Ii. The employment of Egyp­ 
tians in all departments where foreigners 
are not absolutely necessary. 
Th* pro­ 
gramme, as originally drawn up nearly 
two years ago, was a reasonable one, but 
it was just one of those programmes 
which 
require strong measures 
to 
push them through. 
If it Im* acknowl­ 
edged that the programme was reason­ 
able, it is difficult to see how anything 
could have been done without calling 
into 
felt 
most easily utilized, and had proved its 
own power, having been utilized by 
Ismail Pasha to rid himself of his two 
foreign ministers, Messrs. Wilson and 
Bligtiieres. 
Under Colonel Ahmet Hey 
Arabi, who, by his character for integ­ 
rity, his eloquence, arid force of charac­ 
ter, had gained the confidence of both 
the National party and the soldiers, the 
army, after showing their jlower in a 
number of small ways, overthrew the 
Kiaz ministry. 
The demonstrations of February and 
October have startled many people, and 
a g n at deal of nonsense has been writ­ 
ten; but it Is greatly to be doubted lf in 
any othercountiy but Egypt what really 
amounts to a great revolution could have 
Ixvn effected without bloodshed, and it 
certainly speaks volumes for the prog­ 
ress of a nation when such a revolution 
can lie earned through quietly and rea­ 
sonably. The whole programme was 
well thought out anti executed; no ex­ 
cesses have lieen com mi tied nor are any 
likely to Im*. 
No greater mistake eau be 
made than to accept the assertion that 
the movement is confined to the to#ns 
of Cairo and Alexandria 
I have had 
occasion during the JjieJ eighteen months 
to visit many of tho villages, and I may 
say with absolute certainty that all the 
leading men. the shicks, the mudirs (if 
not Turks), the various niufl^ttithes— 
in fact, all the jieople who influence the 
masses—are warm supporters of the Na­ 
tional party. The fellah certainly knows 
very little about matters political, but his

Passengers from France 
have preferred tho route over Mont Cenis, 
aad those from Bavaria and Austria that 
ever the Brenner, both very good so far 
as those countries are concerned, but not 
>o convenient for the Khinelaml aud 
Switzerland itself as the St. Gothard, 
which falls almost in a straight line 
drawn 
from 
Frankfort-*jn-the-Miunf 
through Zurich to Milan. 
The Brenner 
line, bv lnspmek to Verona, has not put 
Switzerland into any closer communica­ 
tion with the Mediterranean: nor can the 
route bv Mont Cenis bo said to have as­ 
sisted the Central European Republic in 
any way. Hence the desire fora genuine 
Swiss railway, like the St. Got baru, which 
is expected to be in working order next 
July. Even now that it is nearly finished, 
there is serious talk of rival lines over 
the Simplon, Napoleon's groat military 
road, by piercing the mountain pass be­ 
tween Brieg ana Domo d’Ossola; and 
another, .suggested in France, by making 
a more direct route from Geneva to 
Turin bv burrowing under the “ monarch 
of mountains," Mont Blanc itself. 
The 
Simplon scheme favored by Western 
Switzerland has apparently only one 
drawback, the necessity for an Alpine 
tunnel eleven miles long. 
It was there­ 
fore thought bv the governments of Ger­ 
many, Switzerland and Italy, that the 
St. troth ani scheme was most deserving 
of encouragement, aud they contributed 
large sums toward its completion. 
Tho 
line, however, is not a government one, 
but the work of an ordinary company 
subsidis'd ton large proportion of lite 
jtfi.S'M.Ooo, which it is estimated the line 
will cost. 
The first chief engineer was 
M. Gervig, who was succeeds! by M. 
Hell wag, now of Vienna, whose* post the 
present chief engineer, Mr. Bridel, occu­ 
pies. 
The greatest height aln ive the sea

Below the village Gioroioo 
Is a line lattiee-girdcr bridge over the 
Ticino, with two spans of lob feet each. 
About a mile to the north is the spiral 
tunnel of Travi, passing through nard 
granite, and 1,0. 8 yards long near which 
a second spiral, that of Piano Tondo, 
nearly a*' long. 
Those spiral tunnels— 
which, as Mr. C. G. Kthelston points tint 
in hi** valuable “ Notes of a Visit to tho 
St. <billiard Railway,” are to an Alpiuo 
Railway as locks to a canal—present an 
apparently unexampled and most re­ 
markable feature in engineering science. 
When on account of a sudden change iii 
the levels of the valley a considerable 
lift is required, the line is run into tile 
side of the mountain, and the tunnel be­ 
ing constructed with a sharp curve and 
a steep gradient, the line, at a much 
higher level, crosses its former course, 
like those corkscrew staircases which 
Mr. Burnand happily thought were in­ 
vented by “ inebriated architects." 
Be­ 
yond Faido is another spiral tunnel, and 
again at Freggio, the next stations to 
r* 
r~n

which are Ambri and Airolo. At tilt* lat­ 
ter the line enters the grand tunnel, the 
contractor for which, M. Faroe, was one 
of the victims to this important work, 
having did of apoplexy in the tunnel it­ 
self in July, 187‘.L 
Commenced in the 
middle of November, 1872, the nine miles 
and a little more than a quarter have 
taken nine years to complete, the rock, 
through which it was necessary to bore, 
tieing composed mainly of a hard granite 
gneiss. 
Between the Gosehcnen end of 
the St. Gothard tunnel and Altdorf there 
an* three spiral tunnels iii various parts 
or tho valley <»f the Reuss, much resemb­ 
ling those in the Valley of the Ticino. 
At Leggesticn the aspect of the railway 
is remarkable. For nearly a mile are seen 
three almost parallel railways at different 
elevations ami apparently unconnected, 
but in reality joined b\ the spiral tunnels 
of Wattiugen and I^eggcstciu. 
Tho line 
takes these parallel runs in order to en­ 
able it to rise to a sufficient height to en­ 
ter the great tunnel two and a naif miles 
valley 
bored 
through the hardest granite, and after 
passing Amsteg the works are of less 
grandiose character down to Flue leo, but 
between that place and Brunnen are 
numerous tunnels. 
Toward Jmmensec 
the work is lighter again, and the ex­ 
tremity of the St. Gothard Railway, prop­ 
erly so-called, is reached. 
Switzerland 
may well be congratulated on the suc­ 
res , of a great national work. 
It is true 
that the Governments of Germany and 
Italy contributed to the cost, but this they 
could w ell afford to do in order to lie 
brought into close connection. 
Animes 
some opposition has been made to the 
work. It was urged that a through train 
from Zurich or from Germany to Milan 
would have the effect of taking travelers 
through Switzerland instead into it, and 
thus injure the inhabitants; but this odd­ 
ly selfish view was quickly set aside aud 
the superb works pushed rapidly on to 
completion.—London Telegraph.

Tho necessity for the St. Gothard rail­ 
way has long been felt, and especially 
for good** traffic during the winter sea- 
!*m. 
Passengers from Northern and 
O u i ml Germany have also been com-* 
lo lled, in attempting to reach Milan in 1 
winter, to make a considerable detour if 
they wished to go by rail. Of the greater

How far we have annihilated space 
and lime by means of electricity let the 
fo llo w in g inc ident, related by the Times 
o f India, show: 
“ During the repairs 
of the telegraph cable near Bombay, the 
teamer* Chiltern and Groat Northern 
wen* aln nit luilf a mile apart, the for­ 
mer having hold of a si,ore cable, and so 
was in telegraphic communication w ith 
Bombay: the latter having hold of a sea 
end, and so was in telegraphic commu­ 
nication with Aden. 
The Chiltern de­ 
sired the Great Northern to splice on to 
the c able encl held by the latter, and 
pay out three-quarters of a mile of cable, 
and this was communicated by wire 
from the test-room of the Chiltern pass­ 
ing through all the coils of cables in ber 
hold and on to Bombay, whence it was 
sent on to Aden, and back from Aden 
to the Great 
Northern. 
Thus, as a 
speedy means of sending a message half 
a mile, it was forwarded by a route be­ 
tween three and four thousand miles 
long. 
The following morning, when the 
two vessels were within a quarter of a 
mile of each other communications 
passed between them constantly in the 
same way.” 
It is quite evident that as 
railway and steamboat traveling and 
telegraphing progress w'C shall have to 
adopt some other means of measuring 
distances than those we now poscss.
